bers ii, 2, that "Every man of tho 
children of Israel thall pitch by his 
own standard with tlio ensign of his 
father's house " Each standard of 
the 12 tribes thus distinguished was 
supposed to have beon of a color to 
correspond with the btono in Aaron's 
bieastplato which boio the name of 
that tribe 
Under the generic name 


banner are included ui.iny species 
such as standard, ensign, pennon] 
fliig, etc. These h.tvo been used from 
earliest times and in nil countries to 
direct movements of troops 


Tlio earliest Roman standard was 


a bundle ot straw fixed to tbe top of 
n spear. Tin, was succeeded by fig- 
ures of .iminuLs, Midi us tho horse 
and the bour, which hoou gave place 
to tbo eagle, tho chief Roman eu- 
bign, afterward assumed by the Ger- 
man and French emperors. By ovo; 
warlike people tho banner has bee 
regarded us an emblem of nations 
honor, iu defence ol which each so 
lier was at all tunes ready to di 
wliilo banueis and (lags taken from 
the enemy havo always been specia 
trophies of victoiy to which place 
of honor in public buildings hav 
been assigned.— Brooklyn Eagle.
